State Treasurer Noland Will Ac- 
knowledge All and Take the 
Full Responsibility. 


The Investigating Committee Dis- 
covers a $10,000 Shortage 
in Simply Counting the 
Cash on Hand,

The Governor Hesitating Whether or Not to 
Accept the Resignation Tendered to Him 
by Treasurer Noland Last Night—Was 
O’Day’s Offer Prompted Entirely by a 
Selfish Motive?—Story That He Wanted 
to Pose asthe Party's Saviorand Thus 
Help His Aspirations for United States 
Senater—Has the Money Raised Been 
Paid Into the Treasury?—Treasurer 
Noland to Make a Statement for the Pub- 
lic To-Night—He Has Been Advised to, 
and Will Shield These ‘Who Assisted in 
His Misfortune.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Merch 8.—Gov. Fran- 
Cis received the resignation of Treasurer 
Noland last night, but ts still hesitating about 
accepting it, and unlesg he changes his mind 
it will be declined. The Governor thinks that 
the Treasurer cannot resign pending the time 
he is under suspension on investigation. Mr. 
Noland thinks that he has the right to resign 
and thatthe Governor has nooption about 
accepting it. Thedefalcation isnot effected 
one way or the otherin the event that the 
resignation is accepted or refused. 
If it is accepted there will 
be no necessity for proceedings 
in the Supreme Court to oust the Treasurer, 
but it it is refused a legal fight must follow 
which, if terminated favorable to the govern- 
or’s interpretation of law, can only accom- 
plish by lIitigation what Mr. Noland now 
voluntarily offers to do. The examining 
committee resumed work about 10 o’clock 
this morning. Mr. Chick informed the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter that it was a difficult 
matter to state when the investigation will 
end but all hope to get through 
to-night is abandoned. The committee com- 
menced in a different way from the mode pur- 
sued by legisiative committees. Instead of 
commencing with the Agditor’s books four- 
teen months back and closing by counting the 
cash lu the Treasurer’s vaults, the committee 
started by counting the cash, and found a 
shortage to start with of about $10,000. If Mr, 
Noland's figures are right the total deficit will 
be a little less than $32,800. 

Mr. Noland promisesto make a statement 
for the public to-night. It will de to this et- 
fect: 

HE WILL ASSUME THE BLAME 
for everything, and carefully guard against 
any statements which will implicate ther 
persons. He will strictly avoid pulling the 
temple down on the heads of others. That he 
has been advised tothis course is not to be 


doubted. Whenthe troubie frst commenced 
It was Ed Noland's intentlon to make a full 
and tree statement of everything vertaining 
to the defalcation, tell where the money 
went and to whom, tell what it went for and 
in fact conceal nothing which the public 
oughttoknow. But he was talked out of this 
notion and deluded into the belief that the 
bondsmen and his friends would make up the 
deficit and everything would be hushed 
up. Then he would quietiy resign 
and all the od ium would bo 
avoided. But Gov. Francis has crossed 
the path of the Treasurer at every turn and 
kept him between the devil and the deep sea. 
Nothing has turned out as Mr. Noland’s ad- 
vyisers predicted, and consequently he has 
abandoned all hope. He sees nothing ahead 
of him now except to assume everything and 
hope thatthe beneficiaries of his misfortune 
will not desert him when the storm breaks 
forth. It is not to be anticipated that he will 
implicate any person at all, but shoulder the 
whole load and face the world as best he can. 


O’Day’s Move for the Senatorship. 


The two new features of the Noland case 
to-day are the resignation of Noland as State 
Treasurer and the reason given in political 


cireles for O'Day backing out of paying his 
subscription to the amount to make up Treas- 
urer Noland’s probable shortage. The short- 
age, it is admitted, will enter very largely 
into the election of a successor to Senator 
Vest.

THE GOVERNOR CAN APPOINT. 

Ine question has been raised as to whether 
the Governor can accept the resignation of 
Treasurer Noland, while he is under suspen- 
sion. The Constitution undoubtedly gives 
him that right. Sec 5, under the head of 
„Miscellaneous Provisions’’ reads as follows: 

Sec. 5. In the absence of any contrary pro- 
vision, all officers now or hereafter elected or 
appointed subject to the right of resignation, 
shall bold office during their official terms, 
and until their successors shall be duly 
elected, or appointed and qualified, 

Sec. ll of the Constitution which vests the 
authority of appointment in the Governor Is 
as follows: 

Sec. ll. When any office shall become 
vacant the Governor, unless provided by law, 
shall 8 person to fill such vacancy, 
who shali continue in office until a successor 
shall have been duly elected or appointed and 
qualified according Co law.

CHICAGO QUOTATIONS. | 


PRESENT STATUS OF THE EFFORT TO STOP 
THE BUCKETSHOPS. 


Former Attempts te Cut Off Quotations 
and Their I11)-Success—A Plan Under 
Discussion to Exclude Telegraph Instru- 
monte From the Floor of the Bonrd of 
Trade—Bucketshop Men Defiant. 


PECULATION as to 
the effect of the action 
taken by the Chicago 
Board of Trade in re- 
fusing to give official 
quotations in refer- 
ence to that market is 
rifeamong grain deal- 
ers in St. Louis and 
_@leewhere, and the 
outcome of the rule 
‘will de watched with 
‘great interest. This 
rule is the latest 
move made against 
the bucket - shops, 
which bave been at- 
tacked frequently and 
violently by the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade 
within the last elghteen mouths. Again and 
again have the plans adopted been defeated, 
and more than one of the hostile moves has 
been found to have been profitable rather 
than detrimental tothe Interest which was to 
have been injured. 
ALL MEMBERS 
of the Merchants’ Exchange recollect the 
effect of the rule enacted many months 
ago depriving this Exchange and that of other 
cities of the official Chicago quotations for the 
alleged reason that-the bucketshops had ac- 
cess to the figures. The result was a large in- 
crease in the business done by the buckét- 
shops, the only persons suffering inconve- 
nience being members of the Exchange who 
never visited the open boardsof trade. As 
long as the boycott was in force an agent of 
the bucketshops stood at the telegraph desk 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, received every 
three minutes the Chicago quotations and 
sent them to the bucketshops. The rule 
proved to be detrimental only to the class 
whose business was done exclusively on 
‘Change, and that corporation was the only 
sufferer. The Chicago men belleved that the 
quotations were sent from some other city, 
but after avain endesvor to ascertain where 
the leakage wan tendo the boycott. The 


present move was igtended to put a stop to all 
possibility of obtaining quotations. As no 


official figures were given out none could be 
received. 


THE ELPLY TO THIS 
action was made by J. Murphy, the well- 
known bucket-shop man, who sent word to 
his correspondents that he would have men on 
the floor of the Exchange, who would furnish 
tw2-minute quotations of the state of 
~— market. Notices were sent out by 
epresentatives of the directors that their 
quotations would not be official, but from the 
replies received it was evident that this would 
not be allowed to have any great influence, 
asthose sending the figures would be very 
careful to insure aceuarcy for their own 
sakes. A meeting of the directors of the 
Chicago Boara of Trade was held yesterday, 
and it was voted that all telegraph instru- 
ments be removed from the floor. Several 
members who were opposed to the adoption 
of such heoric remedies secured a suspension 
of judgment and the decision will probably 
not be announced for aday or two. The Chicago 
bucket shop operators declare that even if 
this rule ig enforced, that it will delay the re- 
ceipt af quotations by outside correspondents 
less than two minutes, as a code of signals 
can readily be arranged by which every 
change can be communicated bya man in a 
window to atelegraph operator stationed on 
the other side of the street. 
INSTEAD OF BEING TERRIFIED 
by the proposed action ofthe Board of Trade, 
the proprietors of the bucket shops in this 
city declare that it will redoundto their ad- 
vantage, as it willcompeil all who desire to 
trade in Chicago grain to resortto them, whiie 
heretofore a great portion of this trade has 
been done on the floor of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. Should the Chicago Board of 
Trade succeed in enforcing its rules, the gen- 
eral opinion is that St. Louis wguld be greatly 
benefited, astbe quotations st this market 
would replace those of Chicago. At fret there 
was a considerable contingent on the floor 
who believed that the example of Chicago 
should be followed, but the ranks of this fac- 
tion have been steadily depleted until its num- 
bers are now very suall, and there is no 
ban wena of any such rule being passed. 
batever the outcome, itis believed that the 
action of the Chicago Board of Trade will 
benefit St. Louis, the only question being one 
of degree.

Texas. Maj. Eaton was a well-known man, for 
he has occupied some prominent positions 
in St. Louls. He was born in Canton, Mass., 
about sixty years ago, and graduated at the 
Iowa University. From lowa be came here 
about 188 or 1859, and when the war came on 
he entered the army as second lieutenant. 
When Wm. McKee Dunn was made Judse- 
Advocate General, Lieut. Eaton was appointed 
Judge-Advocate of the Missouri District and 
afterwards he was given the rank of Major in 
the regular line. e was an intimate friend 
of Senator Charles D. Drake and when the 
bankruptey act was passed Senator Drake 
recommended Maj. Eaton for the position of 
Register in Bankruptcy and he remained in 
that position up to the time of his death, 
though, of course, for several years his 
work has 2 been the closin up 
of the matters which were placed in his hands 
before the act was repealed. He was City 
Counsellor under Mayor Cole, apd was more 
or less identified with public matters for 
years. Maj. Eaton was the man who first dis. 
closed the workings of the whisky ring. One 
day he took from his safe a package of stamps 
which had been used repeatedly and showed 
them to a’ reporter of the Times, which 
was then in existence, and from 
that started the newspaper attacks on 
the whisky ring, which resulted 
in the sensational exposure. Maj. Eaton was 
employed as special counsel in the case by 
the Government. Since the repeal of the 
bankruptcy law Maj. Eaton has been associa- 
ted with Judge Seymour D. Thompson of the 
Court of Appeals and Leonard ©. Jones of 
Boston on the American Review, but for 
several years his health has been bad and he 
bas spent his winters and much of his time in 
the South. ' 


LEAD PIPE THIEVES. 


The Third District Officers Effect the Capt- 
ure of the Principal Ones, 


Within the last few days Capt. Joyce has 
been making a special effort to rid the Third 
District of lead pipe thieves who have been 
infesting the neighborbood to such an extent. 
They have been in the habit of entering 
untenanted houses, some of them new 
ones which had never been occupied, 


and cutting away the lead water pipes, in 
some instances destroying hundreds of dol- 
lars’ worth of property to secure two or three 
dollars’ worth of pipe which they would sell 
to a junk dealer. A number of new houses 
have been greatly damaged by the depreda- 
tions of this class of thieves, and numerous 
complaints have been received. 

This morning a negro named Charles Harris, 
who is supposed to be the principal in the 
most of these robberies, was captured by 
Special Officers Allender and Smith. He was 
seen coming through an alley in the rear of 
the police station with a heavy load on his 
back, and on seeing the officers attempted 
to escape, but he was captured.

George, unmoved, or perhaps not realizing 
what was going on, followed. Mr. Hoffman, 
the father, who was sitting behind his attor- 
ney, also rose and went to the door to hold it 
open for his son to pass out. He also 
seemed to know what Dr. Bernays was 
about to say and wept. The trio, 
of father, mother and son were still within 
hearing distance when Dr. Bernays, thinking 
his voice would not reach him, said he did not 
think the boy would live much longer. The 
father and mother heard it and wept more bit- 
terly. How near the end was he could not 
say, but the wound would form an abcess 
which would ca hin off in a short time.

Pointers for Emil Thomas. 


Judge Klein, in a lengthy decision this 
morning, gives many points about the duties 
of a City Marshal, which Mr. Emil Thomas, 
the newly elected but officeless official, will 


read with interest, and which the present 
incumbent, Mr. Martin Neiser, will not 
relish. The question settled by Judge Klein 
is, Has a deputy marshal or a deputy sheriff 
a legal right to beat and assault a citizen, in 
serving a wilt or summons upon him?’’ It 
came up in the $10,000 damage suit of August 
Bollman, a briek- maker. against Martin 
Neiser, City Marshal, and his bondsmen. 
In June, 1889, it was decided to open a public 
alley in city block 1831, bounded by Cass ay- 
enue, N-neteenth, Twentieth and O’Fallon 
streets and it was learned that Mr. Bollman 
bad a brick kiln on the line ofthealley. Mar- 
shal Nelser sent Michael Lynch and Willtam 
Boyce, two deputies, to serve a notice on 
Mr. Bollman telling him to remove the 
obstruction. Mr. Bollman sald his klin 
had been there twenty-five years and 
was going toremain there twenty-five years 
more. He would notallow the mento serve 
the summons and after making many at- 
tempts they finally caught hold of him to 
serve it by force. He struggied and a fight 
ensued, resulting in Mr. Boliman wares — 
carried and partly dragged to the Jefferson 
Avenue Police Station. The summons and 
notice was served on him and he 
was released. He entered suit against 
Mr. Nelser, and bis bondsmen 
Louis Mette, Joseph Hickel, Louis Ottenad 
and Bernard Barutio. Ue claimed to have 
been damaged, and ip their answer Mr. Neiser 
and his bondsmen ciaimed he was not. Mr. 
Bollman moved to strike out parts ofthe 
answer, and in sustaining the motion Judge 
Klein sald: 

„From the provisions of the 
would app be clear that the 
Marshal his sphere is like 
the Sheriff, a conseryator of the peace, 
and is ent tled to arrest without a warrant in 
certain cases. But it does not follow that the 
Deputy Marshal bere had any authority to ar- 
rest the relator. He had the clear right to 
serve the notice, but ifthe relator refused to 
receive it, he had no right on that account to 
force himto take it, or to arrest him if he 
refused to take it. It is alleged in the an 
swer that the relator refused to re 
celye or accept the notice and endeavored 
to walk away from the deputies, and this oc- 
curred before there was any disturbance of 
the peace by the relator. But the over-zeal- 
ous deputies insisted in delaying him, and by 
their own conduct provoked the relator to do 
the acts complained of, and for which itis 
contended that they arrested him. They were 
in the wrong according to the averments 
of tbe special defense. They might 
have made return on the notice that the re- 
lator refused to receive it or to allow them to

SHOT THREE POLICEMEN, 


A Davenport Desperade Does Deadly Work 
in Chicago. 


CHicaGco, III., March 8.—A young desperado 
named Joseph K. Kane of Davenport, Io., 
while under arrest for robbery last night, 
shot tLe two officers who had him in charge. 
The night before last Kane, whois but 25 
years of age, visited a house kept by Carrie 
Watson at 441 Clark street. Yesterday morn- 
ing he was solicited for money by Annie Hall, 


the young woman whose 2 he had 
kept. Instead of giving it to her he drew a 
revolver and demanded her diamonds. The 
girisaid she hadn’t any and Kane fired di- 
rectly at her. The bullet struck her in the 
left arm and she fainted. Kane caught up a 
gold star set with diamonds, valued at $1,600, 
and dashed out of the house. 

The large diamond of the star was discoy- 
ered later in Harris’ pawnshop, 186 Clark 
street. Kane had left it there after gotting $75 
on it. He promised to return for it in the 
evening. About 6 o’clock he made his ap- 
pearance atthe pawnsbop and Officer Ligde- 
ville placed him under arrest. He made no 
resistance, but when about fifty feet from 
Harris’ shop he drew a revolver and shot 
Lindville twice in the face. The officer fell to 
the sidewalk and Kane ran south on Clark 
to Adams with the revolver in his hand. 
He went down Adams to Dearborn, where 
Officer Briscoe secing the crowd who was fol- 
lowing the fugitive threw himself on him. 
They rolled Into the street, where Kane suc 
ceeded in firing two shots, one ot which en- 
tered Briecoe’s left breast. Kane then got up 
and started to run again, the crowd following 
but no one having courage enough to try and 
stop him. At Adams and State street Officer 
Worrin tried to bring the desperado to a halt. 
Kane fired at him, andthe bullet struck the 
officer in the hand. He struck 
Kane a blow with his olub, how- 
ever,which completely knocked the fellow 
out.

THE OLAFLIN COLLEGE ROW. 


Chapiain Cardose Tells the Story of the 
Atsault Upon Him. 


By Telegraph to the Posr- Darren. 
CHARLESTON, 8.C., March 8.—The 800 colored 
students of Claflin University, where two dvys, 
ago the colored chaplain ofthe college was 
caned by Prof. De Treville, a white man, have 
notified the President, Rev. L. M. Dunton, 
that they will not attend recitations in Prof. 
De Treville’s class-room. President Dunton is 
in correspondence with the Governor and 


trustees, and the college is in a state of open 
rebellion. 

The Rev. J. N. Car dose, the assaulted chap- 
lain, is a leading colored preacher well known 
in the North. He was very severely beaten by 
Prof. De Treville. Through afriend he has 
made a statement of the affray. He — — 
„At the faculty meeting on Monday morning 
President De Treville remarked that he was 
entirely oppo all revivais of 
religion in the institution. Iat once said that 
his statement confirmed that which had come 
to my ears through numberiess CObristian 
students and candidates forthe ministry. I 
said that these charges had been coming to 
me as pastor of the college church for the last 
three or four years. I might here state that 
one of the greatest revivais the institution has 
ever enjoyed had just closed with the happy 
result of 63 conversions and 109 accessions to 
the college church. All this spiritual prosper- 
ity seemsto have nettied the professor very 
much and he made efforts m time to 
time to nullify its efiecte as much as 
possible. On Tuesday morning as I began 
to ascend the steps of the college buliding 
Prof. De Treville hastened down to meet me 
(having, as I afterward learned, made a fruit- 
less search for me the night before), and with- 
out the slightest warning, while standing on 
the steps above, dealt about three very severe 
biows upon my head with a large, knotted, 
hickory stick. This stick at ita large end was 
fully the size of a policeman’s club, and. 
— hold of the smaller end with both 
hahds, he struck with all his force, scattering 
the bark from the stick in all directions. 
We fell to the ground together. Then he arose, 
got hold of the stick and in rapid succession 
he first felled me half way to the ground, then 
completely, and finally while lwas prostrate 
he dealt about three more murderous biows 
upon my bare skull and quickly hastened off 
the grounds. 

The assault has caused a sensation. It may 
lead either to the breaking up of the inatitu- 
tion or to the discharge of all the colored-or 
all the white professors. Claflin University Is 
the largest in the South except at Hampton, 
Va. It has had at times 1,000 colored pupils. 
It is supported by the State out of the agri- 
culture land scrip fund.

Twelve Men in Rabun County, Ga., Who 
Never Smile.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 8.—One gf the queer- 
est boycotts on record is that of twelve men 
in Tennessee Valley, Rabun County, by 
their moonshine neighbors. There is plenty 
of whisky in Rabun—enough, so tradition 
goes, for twenty or forty counties as large as 
Rabun, and among those rough but gener- 
ous bearted neighbors a jug of it can be had 


for the asking. There are twelve men there, 
though, who can’t beg or buy one drop of it. 
If they ever get any they get it outside of 
Rabun County. The boycott was brought 
about in this way: Several montus 
ago these twelve men signed apetition asking 
that the distilleries in Rabun County be 
broken up, recitinga nuniberof casualties 
due to whisky and parading the distilleries as 
a heinous, pernicious, immoral factor. It 
was all done very quictiy and not one of the 
twelve expec to hearofit again. Some 
bow or other their neighbors heard ot it. It 
was proved on them andthe boycott was in- 
stituted in revenge. No violence was done, It 
was the general understanding that the twelve 
men were to be dealt withasof old, except 
that upon no terms were they to be furnished 
with whisky. The compact has been adbered to 
religiously. The boycotted men go to the so- 
cial gatherings and to church and are treated 
kindly. But when the wisky is passed around 
they must watch it drunk in silence or they 
must leave. They gamble with the others, tell 
stories, — mules, interchange neighborly 
courtesies—but no whisky. They can't boy it. 
They are afraid to make it, for they would be 
a and informed upon by their neigh- 

ors. 5 

The singular boycott shows no sign of weak 
ening. The twelve men have professed re- 
pentance, done everything that the most ex- 
acting or cautious could demand of them, but 
the boycott is still on.

DEPRAVED TASTES, 


A Defect in the Civil Service Examination 
Formula Pointed Out by Austin Corbin. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, March 8.—When Austin Corbin 
reported that some of the expensive wine 
which he imported from Europe had disap- 
peared while in the Appraiser’s store, Collec- 
tor Erhardt replied thatthe detectives em- 
ployed in the customs service had to passa 
civil service examination, and he had not 
found competent sleuths who could do that. 


Therefore wine bibbers in the Government 
employ who gratified their thirst out of pri- 
vate bottles did not pay the penalty of their 
acts. Mr. Corbin wrote a reply to Collector 
Erhardt yesterday. in which he said: 

‘*‘Idesire to avall myself of this opportu- 
nity to say that, whatever complaint I may 
have to make in the matter referred to, 1 
know you are entitied to, and should be 
awarded, the fullest credit tor an effort 
to afford to all persons having 
business at the Custom-house good 
and honest service. I Know tnat the wrong! 
complain of is entirely beyond your power to 
remedy without some change in the civil 
service rules in the direction you indicate. 
But may I not, without being considered too 
persistent, and certainly without intended 
offense, urge you to present this case to the 
Treasury Department and ask for some action 
that will prevent its repetition? It is quite 
possible that in some cases, as you state, 
goods may be taken from the packages in 
transit, bet I beg to call your attention to the 
fact that in this case I furnished your 
department a full invoice showing every 
bottle in the shipment, the kind and 
price paid for the wines, and 1 hold 
vouchers from the Government showing that 
every one named in the invoice was charged 
with duty, so that there can be no doubt that 
the Government received them all as per in- 
voice. Since I made this complaint 1 have 
heard of several cases even worse than mine, 
one especially, where in an invoice of twenty- 
four bottles of whisky the. consignee only re- 
esived six, the balance having been ad- 
sorbed’ in the Custom-house. In my case 1 
lost only a little over 8 per cent. In ond case 
there was a shrinkage of 75 per cent. I 
am not familiar with the civil 
service rules, and I wonder, in re- 
spect to the matter of sampling of wines and 
liquors whether there is not also a competi- 
tive examination of samples. If there is I 
should eriticise the value of the law if any 
employe of the Custom-house should pass 
that competitive examination with a taste so 
depraved as to permit the consignee, as in my 
case, to receive over 90 per cent of his invoice 
of carefully selected, fine old port, and when 
it came to whisky scoop in 78 per cent of the 
consignment.’’

HERMIT HOWARD. 


The Story of a Queer Character of Lincoln 
county, Ga.

ATHENS, Ga., arch 8.+Lincoln County, 
bordering near this city, has claimed for 
many years the only hermit in Georgia in the 
person of James Howard. The man’s life has 
been a mystery and now that rumor is afloat

for miles around. His prolonged absence 


from the little village of Lincoln has given 
rise to the rumor of his death, and the 
ordinary of the pay tee has ordered au inves- 
tigation as to the truth of the report. 

Jim Howard was atone time quite wealthy. 
He came to Lincoln County when a young 
man. It is not known where he came from or 
where his family is now, or even If he has any 
living relatives on earth. After he had been 
living in the dark corner“ of Lincoln Coun- 
ty for several years he managed to accumu- 
late a snug fortune and he became one of the 
wealthiest cotton planters in this section of 
Georgia. He was about to wed a belle of Lin- 
coln County. One night, just after the civil 
war, when negroes were reckless in their on- 
slaughts, Jim Howard was coming 
home quite late from a fox hunt, 
and while passing along a mountain path 
was attacked by several freedmen and shot. 
He was left in the road, thought to be dead, 
after his pockets had been rifled.

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HENRY BOARDMAN RETURNS TO HIS D- 
SERTED HOME IN THIS CITY TO-DAY. 


The Queer Correspondence of Oscar H. 
Roessel With the New York Papers—He 
Had No Fears—His Reason for Wrecking 
Hise Friend's Home—The Unfortunate 
Husband’s Statement of the Facts Lead- 
ing Up te the Sad Culminatica, ~ 


Henry L. Soardman, Secretary of the Platt 
& Thornburgh Paint & Glass Co., returned 
this morning from New York. He brought 
back with him his wife, who eloped a week 
ago last Thursday night with Oscar H. 
Roessel, a city salesman for the A. F. 
Bhapleigh Hardware Co., and an intimate 
friend of Mr. Boardman. On their arrival at 
the Union Depot Mr. and Mrs, Boardman pro- 
ceeded directly to the residence of her parents 
on North Jefferson avenue. During the morn- 
ing Mr. Boardman telephoned to Platt & 
Thornburgh’s store for his father-in law, 
Mr. O’Connell, who is employed there as 
a mixer of kalsomine. Mr. O'Connell 
went out home and it is believed 
that his son-in-law then formally returned 
his daughterto him. Boardman having de- 
clared to his parents and employers before 
leaving here that be would never live with bis 
wife again after he got her back but would re- 
turn her to her father. The husband remained 
atthe house, however, with his wife and her 
parents while his own residence No. 2654 
Shenandoah street was still in charge of his 


own parents. 
Mr. Boardman gave a full statement of the 


case. a 
MR. BOARDMAN’S STORY. 

**I wish to state to you at the very outset, 
remarked Mr. Boardman, ‘‘that nothing 
wrong ever took place inside my house. All 
the wrong that bas been done occurred since 
Thursday night a week ago, when they 


eloped. Roessel was my most intimate friend, 
and had been fora number ot years. We vis- 
ited each others’ houses, and I had the 
utmost confidence in him. He never went to 
my house, however, but what I knew it. 
Every time he madea call there during my 
absence I learned of it both from my wife 
and my servant girl. He’ was freauently 
down in that neighborhood and dropped 
in at times to see my wife, but nothing 
wrong ever occurred between them and I 
always knew of hiscalis. The only wrong he 
did to me on these calls was that for a long 
time he has been endeavoring to persuade my 
wife to elope with Mm. She has re- 
sisted, and she tells me that sometimes he 
himself would advise against it. Her 
mind has been weakened by sickness, and 
either Dre. Tuholski or Blerworth can tell you 
that ber mind is in sucha state, that she is 
not really responsible for her acts. Yet Roes- 
gel took advantage of her mental condition to 
induce hertoelope with him. She tries to 
excuse him by saying that neither he or she 
knew of her jimind being disordered, 
but he knew it well. That Thursday nignt I 
laced her on the train to send ber to 

Vright City to visit friends and recuperate 
her health so that operation could be per- 
formed on her. Roessel got on the train at 
Ferguson and they both got off at St. 
Peters. That night they returned to 
St. Louis and next morning left for New York. 
Friday afternoon at3 o’clock Foessel’s wife 
and her brother came to the store to get me to 
— find Roessel, whom his wife feared 
ha eloped. It did not occur to me 
that he had cloped with my wife. I searched 
for him with his brother-in-law and learned 
that Roesse: had resigned his positiog, had 
left his rig to be sold for $75, and had 
given a man power of attorney to dis- 
poso of his property. Then I also learned 
that he had sent his brother a lot of letters to 
mail, one of them beingtome. When I got 
home I found it. In this letter he in- 
formed me he had eloped with my 
wife, and went on to say tnat 
they loved each other and it would be useless 
to follow them, etc. My wife added a 
postscript in which told me to 
take good care of the children. I 
hastened to Chicago, but of course got 
no trace of them. Then 1 returned and by 
tracing my wife’s baggage learned that they 
had gone to New York. I telegraphed the 
Chief of Police there to locate them 
and went on myself. The police had 
them located and inside of two hours after my 
arrival there Thursday I was in the 
presence of Roessel and my wife. They 
had gone to the Cosmopolitan on 
thelr arrival there, but left before the 
day was out and went to No. 317 East Twenty- 
second street, where I foundthem. The New 
York authorities had of course located them 
for me, and the Chief of Detectives — 
would not give me the information as ‘to 
their whereapouts until I had turned over my 
revolyertobim. Afriend went to the house 
with me. My wife had read of my 
coming and was rather expect- 
ing mo. Both she and RKoessel were 
in when 1 reached the house. He said 
nothing me, and I do not remember 
what I sald to him, but I 
probably called him a dirty 
dog and various names ofthat sort. My wife 
cried aud came back with me without any 
objection. She has been crying 
ever since she has been home. I do not 
care to speak of my future intentions con- 
cerning her, but whatI told my friends when I 
left is about right. 

When shown Roessel’s card to the New York 
Times, as given in the telegram below. Board- 
man remarked: That is a le about cruel 
treatment, as he well knows, and so does 
everybody else who knows me, for no man 
— treat a woman better than did I my 
wife.’ 

Mr. Goardman’s face also flushed when he 
read Roocssel’s assertion that he had no fear 
of being killed. ‘‘Il was disarmed before I 
went to that house, he husband remarked, 

ut would say nothing further. 

ROESSEL’S CARD. 

Roessel appears to have taken matters very 
coeliy, and the following telegram recelvedjat 
this office will show how lightly he seems to 
have regarded his offense: 


NEW YORK, March 8.—The Times received 
the following letter Thursday evening: 


HAMBLEN HOUSE, 148 CHAMBERS STREET. 
To the Editor of the New York Times: 


Please oblige me by announcing through 
your esteemed paper that Mr. O. H. Roessel 
and Mrs. H. Boardman, the St. Louis eloping 
couple, are perfectly safe, and do not fea: any 
killing, as stated in your issue of to-day. And 
in vindication of our action please state that 
we both were driven to desperation by cruel 
treatment at home and were compelled to 
take the serious step we havetaken. Also 
Please notify the St. Louls rvosT-DISPATCH 
and the St. Louis Globe- Democrat of above. 

O. H. ROESSBL. 

This ‘*vindication’’ is stated in such general 
terms that a Jimesrepotter stepped down to 
Mr. Hambien’s hotel to have an interview 
with. Mr. Roessel in the hope of obtaining 
further particulars, as, for instance, whether 
elopement was the only remedy or in his 
Opinion the proper remedy for ‘‘the cruel 
treatment’’ alleged in his letter. But neither 
Mr. Roessel nor Mrs. Boardman was there.

THE DEAD STATESMAN’S REMAINS BORNE 
TO THE GRAVE. 


Obsequies Held in the Music Hall at Cincin- 
nati Toe-Day—A Long FPrecession Fol- 
léwed the Casket—Beautifal Floral Of- 
ferings—F inal Interment Made at Spring 
Grove Cemetery—Funeral Oration De- 
livered by Hon. I, M. Jordan. 


OCINCINNATTI, O., March 8.—The, city is in 
mourning to-day over the return, cold in 
death, of one of her greatest citizens, the 
Hon. Geo. H. Pendleton, who, five years ago, 
went away to represent the Government at 
Berlin, At that time he was given a compl!- 
mentary dinner, famous for its goodwill and 
kindly compliment, the happy guests not 


dreaming that when nextthey looked upon 
his face it would be in death. 
The funeral service this mornin in 
Christ Churoh was conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Gibson and the Rey. Dr. Forrest, the latter 
rector of Calvary Church, Ulifton, where Mr. 
Pendieton worshipped. It was attended by 
the family and friends only. Meantime one 
of the most imposing corteges ever seen in 
Cincinnati formed to escort the remains to 
Music Hall. It was headed by a detachment 
or police, the First Regiment, O. N. G., and 
then Gov. Campbell of Ohio and staff. Then 
the bearse, surrounded by the pall- bearers 
and they surrounded in hollow square by 
members of the Old Woodward Club. After 
the hearse were carriages containing 
the family and friends and  follow- 
ing them ame Mayor Mosby, Gov. 
Buckner of Kentucky, ex- President Hayes 
and ex-Goy. Foraker, ex-Gov. J. D. Cox, ex- 
Gov. F. F. Noyes, ex-Gov. R. M. Bishop, ex- 
Minister Taft and ex-Lieut.-Gov. von. 
After these were other carriages containing 
municipal officers of Covington and Newport 
and foreign consuls, and then followed in 
procession a long line of civio associations 
with which the deceased had some connec- 
tion. Notable among the procession were all 
the political ciubs of both parties. The 
passage of the cortege in the streets was 
marked by respectful and sorrowful interest 
of great numbers of persons who knew the 
deceased in life. 

On arrivalat Music Hall; that magnificent 
building was found to be filled, except the 
spece reserved for those ia the procession. 

As the casket was borne down the 
middle aisie to a calafaique in front of 
the center of the stage the long line 
of pall-bearers separated and faced inward, 
while the audience arose and remained stand- 
ing. Meanwhile the great organ sounded a 
funeral march. The hall had been draped 
with national emblems, and the space about 
the casket was decorated with palms. The 
casket itself was beautifully covered with the 
national colors, covered with calla lilies and 
with palms bound with purple. 

Conspicuous among the flowers was a 
wreath bearing the German colors, placed 
there by C. Poilier, the German Consul at 
Cincinnati, in obedience to instructions from 
Count Arcovalley, the German Minister at 
Washington, as a token of the love of the 
German people for Mr. Pendieton. 

After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Forest and an 
anthem by the choir of young ladies of the 
College of Music, led by Prof. Foley, the ora- 
tion was pronouneed bythe Hon. Isaac M. 
Jordan. This was a carefully prepared eulogy 
of the deceased, and was full of eloquent 
praise of the many endearing qual- 
ities a8 well as of the princl- 
ples and the work of the beloved dead. 
Alter these services were ended, the casket 
was placed in the hearse, and followed by the 
family and friends was borne to Spring Grove 
Cemetery, where final interment was made. 

Fully 6,000 people were in Music Hall, and 
many were unable to find room within.

NEW YORK, March 8.—‘‘I guess I recelve 
more letters in a day than the average Dusi- 
ness man ofthis city does in a week, said 
Inspector Byrnesto a friend while engaged 
over a delicious dish in a table d’hote res- 
taurant near police headquarters yesterday. 

„People wyite to me from all quarters of the 
globe, continued the Inspector, and the 


missives that I receive sometimes are very 
interesting. Some praise me in prose while 
others praise me in poetry and they think 
nothing of sending itto me with their names 
attached, as an evidence of good faith as it 
were. But the majority of my large mall con- 
sists of — age from people whose relatives 
and friend have disappeared from their 
homes and who think that the whole 
detective force of this city should be 
detailed to hunt them up. hen another 
letter-writing fiend Is that person who 
imagines thatthere are men following him 
or her for the purpose of robbery. Also 
classed in this category are the persons who 
imagine that detectives are dogging them 
every time they stir out of the house. Itis 
from these people that I receive scores of 
letters dally. They beg me to take that brown- 
bearded or white-whiskered detective off 
their trails, and some threaten to exterminate 
moe and the whole police force if these detect- 
ives are not instantly withdrawn from dog- 
ging them.
